The  Birth  Rate  is  rather  below  that  of  1898,  but  it  is  still 
a very  satisfactory  one. 

The  Death  Rate  is  slightly  higher  than  in  1898,  but  below 
that  of  1897. 

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  has  gradually  risen  since  1896, 
and  this  year  it  shows  a slight  advance  upon  that  of  last  year. 
The  difference  is  accounted  for  in  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths  from  Diarrhcea,  indeed  Diarrhoea  is  responsible  for 
more  than  half  the  total  deaths  from  Infectious  Disease. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  the  ratio  of  deaths  under  one 
year  to  every  1000  births,  slightly  exceeds  the  rates  for  the 
last  three  years. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  was  89,  the 
same  number  as  in  1898. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  or  the  natural  increase  of 
population,  was  295,  compared  with  308  in  1898,  and  268  in 
1897. 


DISEASES  OF  THE  LUNGS. 

Seventy-eight  deaths  were  due  to  Lung  Disease,  of  which 
34  were  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  or  Phthisis.

One  death  from  Phthisis  occurred  at  the  Workhouse. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Lung  Disease  was  3.85  per  1000. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Phthisis  was  1.67  per  1000. 

The  Phthisis  Death  Rate  in  Mountsorrel,  which  in  the  last 
Annual  Repoi't  was  noted  as  being  unusually  high,  has  fallen 
to  one-third  of  the  rate  for  1898,  but  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  is  to  be  observed  in  the  more 
populous  Parishes  in  the  Soar  Valley — Syston,  Sileby  and 
Barrow.  Here  a predisposing  cause  of  Phthisis  is  present, 
namely,  high  subsoil  water.  Still  so  much  of  the  spread  of 
Consumption  depends  upon  the  habits  of  the  patients  and  the 
care  taken  in  disposing  of  the  germ-containing  material — 
the  expectoration — that  I can  most  strongly  endorse  the 
recommendations  of  my  predecessor  as  to  the  necessity  of 
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instructing  those  who  have  the  care  of  consumptive  patients, 
and  the  patients  themselves,  in  the  steps  that  they  should 
take  against  communicating  to  their  friends,  especially,  and 
to  the  public  generally,  this  preventible  disease. 

This  instruction  can  be  best  given  by  lectures  and  by  the 
issue  of  handbills  in  such  language  as  to  be  easily  understood. 

With  regard  to  the  supply  of  milk  from  Tuberculous  Cows 
the  time  is  not  yet  ripe  for  one  to  advise  the  exclusion  of  all 
cows  reacting  to  Tuberculin  from  the  dairy  farm,  much  as 
Health  Authorities  would  welcome  such  a step. 

At  present,  as  I understand,  cows  cannot  be  bought  in  the 
market  with  a guarantee  that  they  do  not  react  to  Tuber- 
culin. Hence  a farmer  disposing  of  such  of  his  cows  as  are 
tuberculous,  at  a loss  of  £4  or  £5  per  head,  may  again  and 
again  buy  animals  no  better  than  the  ones  with  which  he  has 
parted. 

When  a cow  is  suffering  from  such  disease  of  the  udder  as 
shall  be  certified  by  a Veterinary  Surgeon  to  be  tubercular, 
then  by  Article  II.  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 
Order  of  1899.  Milk  from  such  cow 

(a)  Shall  not  be  mixed  with  other  milk. 

(b)  Shall  not  be  sold  or  used  for  human  food. 

(c)  Shall  not  be  sold  or  used  for  food  of  swine  or  other 

animals  unless  and  until  it  has  been  boiled. 

It  would  be  well  if  you  would  engage  a Veterinary  Surgeon 
to  inspect  periodically  the  dairy  cattle  supplying  milk  in 
your  district  with  regard  to  this  point. 

HEART  DISEASE.

The  eight  cases  at  Woodhouse  Eaves,  four  of  which  were  in 
one  house,  occurred  from  May  4th  to  June  28th.  This  was 
the  only  case  in  which  anything  approaching  to  an  epidemic 
occurred  during  the  year. 

The  cases  at  Seagrave  were  all  in  one  family,  as  were  those 
at  Beeby. 

At  South  Croxton  three  houses  only  suffered. 

A special  handbill  was  drawn  up  with  instructions,  in 
simple  language,  as  to  the  management  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
DijDlitheria. 


All  cases  were  visited  and  disinfectants  supplied. 
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In  the  absence  of  any  Isolation  Hospital  it  is  fortunate 
that  so  little  spread  of  the  disease  took  place. 

ENTERIC  FEVER.

The  Queniborough  case  was  connected  with  the  outbreak 
desci'ibed  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1898. 

At  Mountsorrel  there  were  two  definite  outbreaks,  but 
connected  with  one  another  in  their  causation. 

The  earlier  outbreak  in  March  and  April  consisted  of  six 
cases  in  one  family  living  in  Wharf  Yard. 

The  later  epidemic,  on  which  I reported  to  you,  consisted 
of  20  cases,  all  of  which  occurred  in,  or  in  the  neigbourhood 
of,  the  Rookery,  between  the  dates  of  July  27th  and  Septem- 
ber 4th. 

The  disease  was  introduced  into  the  Rookery  by  a patient 
who  had  nursed  her  sister  during  an  attack  of  fever  con- 
tracted in  Wharf  Yard. 

In  my  report  I gave  reasons  for  attributing  the  outbreak 
to  specific  pollution  of  the  series  of  wells  adjacent  to  the 
Rookery  well. 

They  were  all  found  polluted  and  were  closed,  Leicester 
Borough  water  being  laid  on.  Other  sanitary  defects  were 
also  remedied. 
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During  the  worst  of  the  ejjidemic  a nurse  was  engaged  by 
you  and  gave  great  satisfaction,  and  she  was  of  the  utmost 
assistance  to  the  patients’  friends,  by  whom  her  services  were 
much  appreciated. 

One  point  in  the  epidemic  in  the  Rookery  deserves  notice 
from  a clinical  point  of  view.  There  were  several  cases  of 
fever  with  bowel  disorder  which  lasted  less  than  a week,  but 
were,  in  the  opinion  of  the  medical  men  and  myself,  of  the 
nature  of  Enteric  Fever.

Included  in  the  list  are  six  cases  of  Membranous  Croup,  all 
of  which  proved  fatal. 

The  remaining  90  cases  of  Diphtheria  had  a case  mortality 
of  6.66  per  cent.  There  were  in  all  six  deaths. 
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Including  the  Membranous  Croup  cases  (which  are  cases  of 
true  Diphtheria  affecting  the  Larynx  and  Trachea  and  caus- 
ing death  by  suffocation)  the  case  mortality  is  12.5  per  cent. 

This  rate  shows  either  that  the  disease  has  been  mild,  or 
that  the  treatment  has  been  very  successful,  for  in  pre- 
antitoxin days  it  was  usual  to  find  that  Diphtheria  had  a 
Fatality  Rate  of  30  per  cent.,  or  even  more. 

Barrow,  Sileby,  Rothley,  Ratcliffe,  and  Mountsorrel,  as 
last  year,  are  responsible  for  most  of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria. 
The  cases  were  scattered  over  the  greater  part  of  the  year, 
and  in  no  village,  except  BaiTow  towards  the  end  of  Novem- 
ber, was  there  anything  like  epidemic  prevalence. 

Personal  infection  in  the  case  of  Barrow  seemed  to  account 
for  the  spread  of  the  disease,  which  was  chiefly  confined  to 
three  families. 

MEASLES. 

Measles  was  prevalent  in  the  greater  part  of  the  District, 
especially  at  Syston  and  Sileby,  but  though  it  greatly  inter- 
fered with  school  attendance,  it  was  not  of  severe  type,  one 
death  only  being  registered  from  it.  Syston,  with  a very 
large  number  of  cases,  having  no  death. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

This  complaint  was  prevalent  in  parts  of  the  district, 
especially  at  Rothley,  where  it  caused  two  deaths. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Attention  has  been  directed  to  the  water  supply  of  several 
of  the  villages  during  the  year. 

At  Mountsorrel  the  outbreak  of  Typhoid  was  the  means  of 
drawing  special  attention  to  the  water,  and  a good  supply 
being  at  hand,  no  hesitation  was  felt  in  strongly  recommend- 
ing that  the  polluted  wells  should  be  closed. 
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Water  from  wells  at  South  Croxton,  Beeby,  Barkby, 
Rotliley  and  Syston  have  been  condemned  as  unfit  for  drink- 
ing purposes. 

A good  deal  requires  to  be  done  yet  in  the  way  of  closing 
polluted  wells  where  a good  supply  of  water  is  obtainable, 
viz.,  at  Barrow,  Syston,  Sileby  and  Woodhouse. 

At  Queniborough  a special  examination  of  the  water 
supply  was  undertaken,  and  a report  presented  to  you, 
showing  that  practically  all  the  water  in  the  village  was  bad. 

It  has  been  decided  to  lay  on  the  Leicester  Corporation 
water. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


This  is  a matter  which  is  being  taken  up  in  the  District, 
and  a gradual  improvement  effected.  Much  depends  upon 
the  results  obtained  at  Syston,  where  the  works  are  nearly 
completed  and  promise  very  well. 

The  method  of  treatment  is  that  known  as  the  Bacterio- 
logical System  (Dibdin). 

The  sewage,  without  any  separation  of  solid  matter,  is  run 
into  tanks  filled  with  porous  material  and  allowed  to  remain 
a definite  time,  say  two  hours,  then  run  off  into  another  tank 
of  similar  though  finer  material,  and  the  effluent  applied  to 
the  land.  After  the  application  of  sewage  a period  of  rest 
is  allowed  to  the  filter.  The  filters  are  fill-ed  and  emptied 
three  times  in  the  twenty-four  hours. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  this  simple  way  the  sewage  organic 
matter  will  be  destroyed  without  the  formation  of  any  sludge, 
and  that  a satisfactory  effluent  will  be  obtained. 

At  Barrow,  Woodhouse  Eaves,  Newtown  Linford,  and 
Barkby,  schemes  are  in  hand.  At  Sileby  things  are  unsatis- 
factory and  a fresh  scheme  is  required  in  which  the  sewage 
will  have  to  be  raised  by  pumping,  as  at  Syston. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Ill  this  important  branch  of  sanitary  work  progress  is 
being  made — more  villages  ai'e  employing  contractors,  who 
are  solely  responsible,  and  the  matter  is  taken  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  occupiers. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

Complaints  of  overcrowding  have  been  reeeived  and  the 
nuisanee  abated  on  the  issue  of  notice  from  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  close  any  house  as  being 
unfit  for  habitation. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

These  are  under  regular  inspection. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  are  regularly  inspected.  Bye-laws  are  needed. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

Regularly  inspected.  Generally  kept  in  good  condition  as 
regards  cleanliness. 

FOOD. 

No  seizure  of  food  has  been  necessai'y  during  the  year. 


CONDITION  OF  THE  DISTRICT.
